Jehn Morley's Speech. 


LonpDon, Sept. 30.—John Morley spoke last 
night at St. Melen’s. His address was a de- 
scription of a series of scenes witnessed 
during his tour through Ireland; ‘the trouble 
experienced by Johar Dillon in speaking to 
his constituents, owing to the aroitrary ac- 
tions of the Irish constabulary; the condition 
of affairs In Tipperary; the ¢xaggerated 
reports of mobs and riotous behavior 
and the real facts concerning such 
recent outbreaks, and a general denial of the 
existence of serious disorder. Mr. Morley 
said that if Mr. Balfour, in the House, pro- 
duced what is published as the official ver- 
sion of the recent court-house mob trouble, 
he, Morley, would riddle it te pieces in ten 
minutes. It was no wonder the Irish people 
hated the Government under which such per- 
secution on false charges was practiced. 


Riot Among Laberoers. 


Lonpon, Sept. 30.—A riot occurred to-day 
among Kussian and Persian laborers ia the 
harbor of Novo Rosisk, on the Black Sea. The 
military were called into service and re- 
pressed the eutbreak with such merciless 
severity that seventeen of the rioters were 
killed or wousded. The Rassian Government 
is constructing at this harbor an elevator 
capable of containing 3,000,000 poods (100,000, - 
000 pounds) of grain. The structure will cost 
2,000,000 roubles. The various magazines of 
the elevator will be connected Dy appliances 
of American invention. 


Train Wreckers at Work. 


ST. JOHN, New Brunswick, Sept. 30.—Late 
last night train wreckers ditched the fast Can- 
adian Pacific express from Halifax, near Ana- 
gance, sixty miles from St. John. Theroad is 
blocked and definite information is lacking. 
The reports indicate that the sleepers were 
fastened on the rails and the engine was 
smashed to fragments. The baggage car was 
also damaged, but there is no word of the fa- 
talities. Sometime agoatthe same place a 
bolt was taken from the track, the switch left 
open and the signal made to indicate that all 
was well. 


Brigandage in Italy. 


LONDON, Sept. 30,—The number of outrages 
by brigandsin Italy is increasing, owing to 
the apathy of the Goverament In neglecting to 
take any decisive steps for the punishment of 
the banditti. The explanation of the inaction 
of the authorities is said to be that the local 
officials are liberally bribed by the outlaws. 
In several recent instances railway trains 
bave been stopped and the passengers robbed 
in true American style. The area of brig- 
andage is extending to districts heretofore 
considered free from lawlessness. 


The Crispi Interview Denied. 


RomME, Sept. 30.—The Capitan Fracassa denies 
the authenticity of the interview purporting 
to have been had with Senor Crispi, the 
Italian Prime Minister, and published by the 
Figaro of Paris. A representative of the 
Capitan Fracassa had an interview with Signor 
Crispi and asserts thattwice during the con- 
versation the Prime Minister denied that he 
had spoken with any representative of the 
Figaro. 


The Scotch Ironworkers’ Strike. 


LONDON, Sept. 30.—The Scotch iron masters 
have definitely refused to accede to the terms 
demanded by their men. The Cumbderiand 
ironworkers promise to support the iron- 
workers who are now on strike in: Scotiand 
on condition ‘that the lutter insist upon eight 
hours’ shift. The abandonment of all hope of 
a settlement of the trouble has stitiened the 
pig iron market at Glasgow.

JOSEPH WILLIAMS DEAD. 


The Negro Shot by John Keena Dies at the 
City Hospital. 


Shortly after 8 o’clock this morning Joseph 
Williams died atthe City Hospital from the 
effects of a bullet wound inthe back. Asa re- 
sult the charge preferred against John Keena 
willnow be changed from assault with intent 
to kill to some degree of manslaughter or 


murder. 

Wilhame was shot onthe afternoon of sees 
19. Together with a numb 
ored men, he was 
ganas at Sniekle. 
foundry, Twelfth and Papin streets\. The 
foreman ofthe gang was John Kveena.\ On 
the afternoon ofthe shooting, Williams was 
slightly under the influence of liquor a 
Keena called him to one side. What pass 
between the two was not heard b 
the other men. An instant later, 
however, Keena started across the 
shop with Williams in close pursuit. Around 
and around the pit the men ran while the 
other employes stood back, too much 
astonished to take any action. At last a 
couple of the laborers grabbed Williams as he 
passed and held him long enough for Keena to 
get away. The foreman made his way to 
another part of the building and unlocking 
his tool chest took out his coat. At that mo- 
ment Williams came running through the 
crowd. Asthe negro drew near Keena pulled 
a revolver from his coat and fired four shots 
in rapid succession. Williams turned to run, 
but had gone buta few steps when he fell. 

Several of the negro’s friends took himina 
buggy to his home at Fifteenth and Belmont 
streets before the police arrived on the scene. 
As soon as possible, however, an ambulance 
was called into requisition and Williams was 
forwarded to the City Hospital. By that time 
the patient was paralyzed in his lower extrem- 
ities and insisted that he was growing cold. 
An examination showed thattwo of the four 
bails had taken effect. One had passed 
through his rignt arm while the other had 
lodged in the small of his back near the spine. 
It bas been kaown for several days that the 
patient could not possibly recover. 

len minutes after the shooting was done 
Keena appeared at the Central District Police 
Station and surrendered himself to Sergt. 
Murray, wbo was in charge. the followin 
day Juage Campbell bearda partof the evi- 
dence in the case. Everything pointed so 
clearly to self-defense that, knowing as he 
did that the negro would die, he admitted the 
prisoner to ballin the sum of $5,000, Mr. D. C. 
O’Shea, another of Shickle, Harrison & How- 
ard’s foremen, going security for his 
appearahce to answer to the charge of 
assault to_—ikill or to any other 
charge which might later be preferred. Keena 
was them released. Assoonashe learned of 
the doath of the negro this morning he made 
his way tothe Four Courts, but was told to 
appear at the Cuorener’s office to-morrow 
morning when the inquest will be held. Keena 
told the gaine ae givenatthe time of 
arrest. He said 

‘*This man Williams was in my gang. About 
1:30 o’clock I noticed that he was too drunk te 
do his work, so I calied him to one side and 
told him he had better go home for the reat of 
theday. He wanted to know what that wae 
for, and I told him he was drunk. Heat 
once picked up a bar of iron and struck at 
my head. He chased me around the 
pit for several minutes. Then I gut to my 
chest andtook out my revolver. When he 
came upI told him to 5° back. He continued to 
approach and I shot him in self-defense. I 
am sorry 1 had to doit, but he was known as 
a powerful and desperate Man.

THE JURY RETURNS A VERDICT DECLARING 
HIM GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Judge McMahor Sentences Birchall to Hang 
onthe 14th of Next November—Closing 
Scenes in the Great Murder Trial at 
Woedsteck, Ontarie—How the Accused 
Received the Announcement, 


WOODSTOCK, Ontario, Sept. 39.—J. Reginald 
Birchall was sentenced to hang by the neck 
until dead, between the hours of8a. m. and 
6p. m, on Friday, November l4. The jury 
retired at 9:53 last might and returned at 11:45, 
and rendered the verdict of guilty. The con- 
clusion of yesterday’s trial was interesting 
and trying. Mr. Blacksteck, counsel for the 
prisoner, made a strong plea for his client 
and@poke at some ijength reviewing the case 
from the beginning. Mr. Osler spoke 
for {the Crown and Judge McMahon 
revidwea the cuse and gave the 
instructions ofthe Courttothejury. Afters 
somewhat lengthy rehearsal of the evidence 
the Judge instructed the juryto bring aver- 
dict of guilty or not guilty, as the punishment 
was to be fixed by the Court. When the jury re- 
turned and Birchall was brought in, he 
looked pale and nervous. When asked whv 


sentence should not be passed upon him, he 
replied that he was not gulity of murder. 
BIRCHALL IN GOOD B5PIRITS. 

While Bircbali was being taken to the jail 
last midnight, he made his only comment on 
his conviction and sentence. He said: ‘‘Here’s 
a how do you do; I’ve had pretty tough luck 
allthrough.’’ Heretired almost immediately 
after reaching his cell and sieptsoundly. He 
arose atthe usual hour this morning, atea 
hearty breakfast and appeared not at all de- 
pressed. Mrs. Birchall! did mot learn last night 
of ber husband’s fate. She was ina highly 
excitable condition and her physician gave 
her an opiate before the verdict was reacbed, 
and she slept soundly all night. 
This morning she was told of the 
verdict in the presence ef the physician and 
bore up bravely. It is beliewed she will re- 
cover sufficiently to saila week from to-mor- 
row for England on the Germanic with Mrs. 
West-Jonesa. No one is allowed to see Birchall 
this morning without an order from the 
Sheriff. The strictest watch is kept over him. 
Many believe he wiil cheat the gallows yet by 
committing suicide. Peliy learned of the ver- 
dict and sentence last midnight at the Grand 
Trunk Station, just before taking the train for 
New York. He sails to-morrow for England 
on the Majestic. He goes alone. Charles 
Benwell will follow later. Pelly told a corre- 
spondent that he rather expected a disagree- 
ment. He expressed sorrow for Birchall. 

‘*Nov. 14,’’ he said, as he stepped aboard 
his train; ‘‘Il must remember that date.’’

An Ordinance te Tax the Gross Earnings of 
Franchise Owners. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 30.—The following is 
the material part of an ordinance submitted 
to the City Council last night by the Mayor. 
It was referred to a committee: 

**No ordinance shall Se granted by the City 
Council authorizing the construction and 
operation of any underground, surface or 
elevated railway, the laying of gas, water or 


other pipes, electric conduits or wires, pneu- 
matic tubes, tunneis or any other work or 
plant of any kind or nature, or forany other 
purpose, whatever, on or tnrough any street, 
avenue, alley or other public highway in the 
city of Chicago, except upon the express con. 
dition thatthe corporation, company, firm 
or individual owning orto operate the same 
shall be required by ordinance to pay into the 
city treasury of the city of Chicago at least 5 
per centum perannum ofthe gross earnings 
or revenues accruing trom the operation of 
such work or plants during the time for 
which said ordinances may be granted in ad- 
dition to any license which is now or may 
hereafter be imposed by ordinance.’’

O’Neill-O’ Malley Contest. 


The State Committee began the {hearing of 
evidence in the O’Neill-O’ Malley matter be- 
tween 9 and 10 o’clock this morning. Ex- 
Congressman O'Neill wason hand early, ac- 


companied by Walter J. Blakely. O’ Malley 
was there also, with Tom Barrett 
and School Director Macklin. The 
committee went into executive ses- 
sion and examined the witnesses 
summoned from the various wards in the dis- 
trict.

O’MALLEY YIELDS. 

They found bim dowr stairs and persuaded 
him to appear before the committee and give 
bis version ofthe trouble.

He proposed 
that if O’Neill consented to withdraw from 
the race he would do the same.

Division Among the National Commis- 
sioners as to Their Authority. 


CHICAGO, Iil., Sept. 30.—Have the National 
World’s Fair Commissioners exceeded their 
authority? A dispatch from Washington says 
they have. The special committee appointea 
by the Government to come out and look up 
the affairs of the commission claims that the 
act of Congress appropriating $1,500,000 to the 
expenses of the exposition did not intend the 
whole amount for payment of the expenses 
ofthe commission. A good portion of it was 
intended for Government buildings, but at 
the rate the commissioners are finding ways 
for spending money there will be nothing left 
for the buildings. It is further claimed that 
the commission was not expected to have 
anything to do with the exhibits or to 
take an active management of the affairs 
ofthe Exposition. Mr. Bryan of the Execu-

The Northwestern Natural Gas Co., which Is 
controlled by the Standard Oil Co., obtuineda 
franchise to lay pipes to furnish natural gas 
to citizens in the fall of 1886, by ordinance of 
the City Council, in which certain rates were 


fixed, to be binding until July 1, last; and it 
was provided that future rates should be 
hxed by agreement between thecity and the 
gascompany. In March, 1888, the Ohio Legis- 
lature passed an act empowering City Coun- 
cilsto fixthe price of natural gas to consum- 
ers. On Aug. 4, 1890, the City Council by ordi- 
nance fixed the price at a rate the vas com- 
pany refused to accept. The City Solicitor then 
obtained a temporary injunction. restraining 
the company from furnishing gas at an 

higherthan the ordinance rates, and applied 
for a mandatory injunction to compel them to 
furnish gas at ordinance rates. The case was 
argued atlength, and yesterday Judge Lem- 
mon deciced against the city on the ground 
that the original ordinance of 1886, and its ac- 
ceptance by the company, was ofthe nature 
ofacontract, and the subsequent law could 
not impair the obligation of tha® contract rn- 
derthe Federal constitution, and that if the 
rates are deemed too high a court must pass 
upon the question and not the City Council.

TWO TARIFF POINTS. 

The SUNDAY POSsT-DISPATCH interviews 
with merchants of this city concerning 
the effect of the McKinley tariff law not 
only revealed indications of widespread 
revolt in commercial circles over the out- 
rageous increase of impbdrt duties for the 
benefit of a few manufacturers, but it 
emphasized two important points. 

One of these points was the defining of 
the tariff duty as a tax on the people. 
There was not the slightest haziness on 
this question in the minds of the prac- 
tical business men who were questioned. 
They did not formulate this statement 
but they declared that prices would have 
to go up in proportion to the increase of 
tariffs and as one of them tersely re- 
marked, ‘‘The people have to pay the 
duty.’’ 

Another point was the fact that the in- 
creased burden of taxation will fall upon 
the poor. Arepresentative of one of the 
largest dry goods houses in St. Louis said 
that the greatest increase would be in 
coarse grades of goods which are bought 
by the poor. It was stated by a hardware 
representative that the chief increase, 
which in many cases amounts to more 
than double, would fall upon the tools of 
the workingmen and the cheap cutlery 
and other articles used by poor people. 
The poor get the worst of it. 

The Republican majority in Congress, 
therefore, has voted to increase the cost 
of living to the poor, to tax more heavily 
the very tools with which toilers earn 
their bread. And for what? Not because 
the money is needed for the economical 
uses of the Government, but to meet the 
demand for larger profits made by men 
who have already fattened off the burdens 
of the people. They are charging to the 
people the money contributed by favored 
manufacturers to fasten the tariff iniquity

An Aretic Scene.

The artist can be brought into service fora 
complete plam of his vision aided byan ex- 
perienced explorer, after which ascale draw- 
ing can be made in keeping with space al- 
lotted. Theframe work erected consisting 
of various sections of (ice) pipe coils, length 
and heighth to be determined by the plan and 
desire of artist. No paint in any case to be used, 
the entire dispiay to be frozen in position and 
kept so subject to change in frozen scénes as 
the publictaste may drift. The refrigerated 
aircan bekeptfrom audience by the means 
you have at band (large fan). 

The material needed for freezingthe large 
and various clear ice cliffs on the ice coils of 
pipe, you now waste (namely exhaust steam) 
from your motive power. This can’ be trans- 
mitted into a surface condenser, leaving this 
it is hotstilled water containga smali per- 
centage cylinder lubricant; thisis separated 
by an automatic skimmer and the crystal pure 
water is sent through a series of 
chareeal filters and collected in a _ tight 
ciosed storage tank, this tank to 0be 
located in back ground and elevated above the 
highest frozen peak in the exhibit, witha 
series of smal! pipes and valves; attach at end 
of pipes aseries of small wires which are to 
guide the water drippage to freezing collis, in 
some cases simall perforated pipe can be used, 
asthe artist may determine while freezing 
the grand scenery.

After 
alithe exhibit has been frozen the drippage 
can be stopped from the supply tank and 
kept frozen by the steady action of the 
machine.

With each ticket of admission 
avoting coupon to guess at three jars or 
packages of, say one of beans, one of needles 
and one of buttons of different sizes. The one 
guessing the nearest total number of ail three 
jars to be presented with a building associa- 
tion stock amounting to $2,000, he above 
premiums can be increased or decreased in 
amounts or prizes. To encourage the mer- 
chants and manufacturers to make grand dis- 
plays would not be the consideration of the 
prizes in money alone, but the gread adver- 
a it would give to those who receivé 
them. 

Now, for the attraction in the large Music 
Hall, there should bea continuous stage at- 
traction from noon until the close. This 
could be divided ap with the great Gilmore 
and other features as soon as the 
band stops, instead of an hour recess one of 
the new features should be atarted; the at- 
tractions could be divided with balls, grand 
singing, sleight of hand performance or any- 
thing new on this order that may be out by 
1891. The Entertainment Hail should contain 
special attractions. 

The Exposition should be kept open a 
month longer than at present from 10 a. m. to 
ll p. m., and sbould also include Sundays 
from noon untilll p. m.; this Sunday open- 
ing would give at least 50,000 people a chance 
to go once a week who cannot find other time, 
To increase the revenues to meet the extra 
expense incurred by the new features there 
could be charged for general admission to all 
parts of the building, including the attrac- 
tions in the Entertainment Hall 
(no extra charge for any attrac- 
tion), 35 cents and 20 cents for children, the 
attendance weuld double itself, hence the 
selling privileges for all spaces for that pur- 
pose inthe building would double its reve- 
nue.

in a conspicuous manner any  prod- 
ucts used for trading purposes or 
an implement of war; spices from 
the islands surrounding New Holland, medi- 
cinal juices and resins like uvari, upss, etc., 
from the South Sea, the Austraiian vomera, 
etc. Ascending the scale of human brain ca- 
pacity, the scene will be enlivened and beau- 
tified by variegated costumes; the Highland 
piaid, the native dress of peasants of the 
Schwalm, Swabia, Bavaria, etc., the Hunga- 
riau, Polish, Turkish,etc., national costumes, 
ete. ; setting aside ail claims of civilized coun- 
tries on account oftheir discoveries, inven- 
tions and improvements in arts, sciences and 
manufactures (for such a panorama would be 
the subject of a competitive contest between 
the respective exhibitors, and all information 
here aimed at could be obtained easier and in 
better torm than through any dictionary on 
sciences and arts). Te fill, however, this 
vacuum in the bird’s-eye view of human 
achievements it is proposed to affix the names 
of the brightest and most deserving intellects 
in this respect to velvet pillows in gold and 
silver letters, the color of the velvet with its 
lettering to presentatasty and imposing as- 
pect. Names ofthe dead «hould only be ad- 
mitted. Inthe make-up of these figures a 
proper mask is the only article subject to a 
careful selection. In giving Europe 225, Asia 
12%, Africa 80, North America 50, South Amer- 
ica 3 and New Holland (Archipélago) 40, it 
would require 600 figures, and if feasible the 
Hungarian Hussar, the Russian Cossack, the 
Araband Tartar and tne American Indian 
sbould be accompanied by their horses, the 
last equipped in native style like the rider 
with bow and arrow, tomahawk, ete. For 
scenic purposes these figures should be ar- 
ranged by continents, States and by groups 
of islands, and over each division and indi- 
vidual class the proper name (geographical) 
should be attached in a conspicuous place, 
perhaps witha running number for all.

The record books are at present in the little, 
dark, gloomy gangway in frout of the mar- 
riage license and corder Hobbs’ offices, 
where the eternal cooing and gibbering 
wedlock candidates, mixed ‘with the private 
conversations ofthe Recorder in the highest 
pitch of his hoarse voice, and the eternal 

halioo’’ of the telephone do not rt 
mit any intellectual work. It is se dark 
that it is impossible to read on the 
brightest day withont artificial light. The 
tabies are smaller than the books, and as one 
is higher than the other, the big plat-books 
will, when laid upon the tables, vreak to 
pieces. There is no person there to wateh 
the books and see that the records are not 
changed. 


The Hon. Recorder Hobbs seems to know 


no more about how the survey records 
ought to be kept than the cow does about the 
grass inthe moon and still worse, does not 
care toknow more, Mostofthe plats made 
by thecity surveyors are notin accordance 
withlaw. The law demands thet on the piats 
showing the results of a survey, the distances 
and bearings of all cornersto landmarks be 
given so that every competent surveyor can 
re-establisi the cornersand run the lines as 
the surveyor who made the original survey. 
A few examples will explain the above. 

Mr. Bleek then cites several exampicswhere 
the surveys are not satisfactory. 


Complaints about Heating. 


The Building Department isin trouble, and 
is now being subjected toa great deal of se- 
vere criticism for which it is but partially re- 
sponsible. The steam heating arrangements 


in the Four Courts builaing have not been 
made, andthe mule pouper quarters at the 
Poor- house are in such a condition that unless 
they are repaired immediately the death rate 
among thd male peceers this winter 
extremely high. The primar cause 
of the Four Courts complication is located in 
the Municipal ‘Assembly, where the ordinance 
providing $6,000 fer new fixtures was so long 
delayed that it was Impossible to let the con- 
tracts in the usual form and have the work 
coropieted before the middle of November. A 
compromise was then made by the President 
of the board and the Comptroller authorizing 
the Building Commissioner to do the best he 
could witb the old fixtures and patch ups 
makeshift that could last throuch the winter. 
Tne old stuff has been found to be 
in such a condition that the task has 
turned out to be avery complicated one and 
the work delayed accordingly. Stoves are 
now being put up bere and there In the build- 
ing and ioratime the officials will be com- 
peiled to wear their overcoats indoors. 

The trouble at the Poor-house is rather 
more serious. The 
paupers is a poor affair at beat, and has not 
beep deceatly repaired for some time, I¢ 
needs a genera! overhauling before it will be 
fit for occupancy. Justatthis season of the 
year the paupers begin to flock to 
the Poor-house in larger numbers than at any 


other season of the veur, so that all the avail ~ 


able room !s overcrowded. The cause for this 


condition of affairs is that the Koard of Public 


Improvements tailed to get any bidders on the 
work when bids were called for. 


A Disregarded Ordinance, 


There is a city ordinance which for six 
months inthe year meets with the strictest 
observance and which for the other six is 
practically ignored. The ordinance is an old

SENATOR VEST’S SPEECH 


THE ADDRFSS AT UHRIG’S HAL! THE IN- 
AUGUBAL OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


A Large Audience Hears a Stirring Ad- 
dress With Frequent Manifestations of 
nthusiasm—The Force Bill Treated in 
Strong Manner—The Tariff Bill Dis- 
cussed—National Legislation Looked on 
From a St. Louis Stasdpeint. 
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The Vest meeting at Ubrig’s Cave last even- 
ing brought out a large gathering of Demo- 
crate who thronged the hall and doors and 
sheuted and applauded in evidence of their 
enthusiam and approval of the points made 
by the distingu'shed Missourian in his speech. 
The hall was entirely teo small and not even 
half of those who went there were able to 
Freach the inside. The Vest Club 
and Twenty-second Ward Tilden Club 
turned out in full force, wearing 
their badges, and there were representatives 
ofneariy every other Democratic onganiza- 
tion in the city present. The State Democratic 
Committee and City Committee were on hand 


as well as alithe candidates for nomination. 

Senator Vest reached the hall shortly aiter 
8 o’clock, escorted by Chairman Maffitt ofthe 
State Committee, Col. Griff Prather,Chairman 
Cariisie of the City Committee and other 
prominent Democrats. The ‘‘Littie Giant’’ 
was giver an ovation as svon as he 
stepped onthe platform. When the cheering 
subsided he was presented to the enthusiastic 

_ gathering by Mayor Noonan and at once be- 
gan his speech. He spoke over an hour and 
thirty minutes and held the closest attention 
of his hearers throughout. His voice was not 
in a good condition and those in the back of 
the hall bad a difficult time hearing him. 

The speaker discussed all the issues of the 
campaign and denounced the McKinley Dill, 
the force billand other Republican measures. 
He made the point that St. Louisans who 
voted fer Republican Congressional candi- 
dates were voting against the commercial in- 
terests of their own city.

HIS HABITS WERE CONVIVIAL, 


The Suicide of Charles K,. Hutchinson, a 
Wealthy Young Man, 


RED Bank, N. J., Sept. 30.—Charles R. 
Hutchinson committed suicide Sunday night 
at his home at Oceanic, by shooting himself 
inthe throat. He formerly resided in New 
York and had an interestin a large rubber 
factory in France. He was reputed to be 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. He 
went to Uceanic four years agoand about 


two years later married Miss Harriet Hume, 
of that place, a daughter of the late James 
Hume, a New York builder. Hutchinson was 
an extensive traveler, had crossed the ocean 
thirty times,and had made a numberof trans- 
continental trips in this country. He spent 
the winter in Florida, and was having a yacht 
built in which he proposed making a trip 
South during the winter. He was a great 
lover of sports, particulariy yachting, and 
had two yachts at his disposalin the river at 
Oceanic. It ig said that bis habits were con- 
vivial and that his suicide was caused by this 
failing.On Saturday night he was in Red Bank 
ina somewhat elated condition. He spent 
the night here and did not go home until Sun- 
day afternoon. Upon his arrival there he 
went te his back room, where his wife was 
sitting, drew arevolver from his pocket and 
flourishing it recklessly about his head pulied 
the trigger. Mrs. Hutchison sprang from ier 
chairand ran outof the room. ‘the bullet 
struck the ceiling. Another report of the re- 
voiver sounded and Mrs. Hutchison heard her 
husband fall. He had shot himself in the 
throat, the ball passing through the carotid 
artery, and came out near thebrain. Death 
followed instantly. He was 32 years old.

MERELY TRICKS. 


An Alleged Expese of Mind Reader John- 
stone’s Feats. 


CEICcCAGO, Ill., Sept. 30.—A morning paper 
publishes what purportse to be an expose of 
the tricks by wbich Paul Alexander Johnstone 
of St. Paul performs his alleged mind reading 
tests. The disbeliever in Johnstone is Dr. 
Gatscheil of this city, editor of the Medical 
Era. Dr. Gatschell submitted to apparently 
the same test conditions as did Jehnstone, 


and under these conditions went blindfolded 
up and down stairs and found and wrote a 
designated word inapbook: Hethen showed 
how it was done. The gloves were 
folded over the eyes and a bandage 
tied tight over them. By \Iifting the 
eyebrows this bandage was worked 
upward upon the forehead, then the 
heavy cleth hood was put over his head, and 
by pulling a couple of strings it was parted in 
frout leaving plenty of room to see through.

Gatschell claims it is done by Johustone, The 
direction and distancesto be traveled over, 
the pageinthe book and the letter in the 
word chosen were traced in the air with the 
tinger in front of the performer, and the trick 
was performed in accordance with them.

A SILVER-LINED CLOUD. 


THE GRAIN BATES FIGHT ADVANTAGEOUS 
TO ST. LOUIS. 


The Contest Between the Chicago Railroads 
and the Interstate Comm:¢rce Commission 
—Its Bens ficial Effect Upon the 8t. Louis 
Grain Trade—Chicago Commission Men 
Anxious te Secure Modified Rules. 


HE contest between 
the railroad lines 
centering in Chica- 
go, and the Inter- 
state Commerce 
Commission in re- 
gard to grain rates 
from Missouri 
River points will 
be inaugurated to- 
morrow, and 8&t, 
Louis grain receiv- 
ers are of the opin- 
fon that it will 

operate greatly tothe advantage of this city. 
As has been explained in the columus of the 
PoOsT- DISPATCH, the Interstate Commissioners 
reduced the rates on grain from Missouri 
River points, and with this reduction the 
railroads, after a great deal of discussion and 
not afew changes of plan, have refused to 
comply. 
DISAPPOINTED SHIPPERS. 

In anticipation of the reduction Ohicago 
grain déalers had boughtin the farming dis- 
tricts large amounts of grain to be delivered 
after the rates prescribed by the Interstate 
Commission went inte effect, and hundreds of 
farmers held back their wheat, with the idea 
that a reduction in the transportation charges 
weuld enable them to obtain better prices for 
theircrop. Better prices were in fact paid by 
Chicago dealers, based upon the lower rates 
that they calculated thatthey would have to 
pay. The refusal of the roads to accept the 
terms laid down bythe Interstate Commis- 
sioners has upset these calculations, and it is 
believed that the result will be that a great 
amount of wheat originally intended to goto 
Chicago will be shipped to this market. 
Here, as in Chicago, the freight rates will 
remsin unchanged, but, from a large section 
ofthe wheatand corn belt, the distance to 
St. Louls Is less than thatto Chicago and the 
difference between the rates that will have to 
be paid and the rates that were counted upon 
before the Eastern lines are reached will, 
therefore, be smaller. 

COMING TO 8T. LOOTS. 

Already shipments have come to hand 
that were intended to have been sent 
to Chicago, and from the letters 
received from different places it isthe opinion 
of those who have examined the situation 
that after Oct. 1 an immense amount of 
grain will be sent here that would have gone 
north had the Interstate Commission rates 
been accepted by the railroads. Nota few 
large Chicago shippers who have pur- 
chased their grain for delivery next month 
will divert it to 8t. Louis, while the farmers 
oe Ney who are mearer St. Louis than to 

hicago will adopt this course. The States prin- 
cipally affected are Kansas, Northern Missouri, 
Southern Iowa and Southern Nebraska. From 
this section of country it is calculated thata 
far greater proportion of the crop than usual 
will be sent to 8t. Louls, owing to the dispute 
in regard to freight rates. 

CHICAGO'S BOARD OF TRADE. 

The fact that the Chicago Board of Trade haa 
cut off all official quotations aiso operates in 
favor of St. Louie, asthe farmers are anxious 
to know how the market is going, and by pref- 
erence send their crop to a oity from which 
they can receive the news of the state of the 
market. So potent has this influence been 
found that a petition is now being 
circulated on the floor of the 
Chicago Beard of Trade requesting the 
directors to suspend their fight against the 
bucketshops and to allow quotations to be 
sent out in the same manner that is pursued 
by other Exchanges. Itis believed that this 
petition will not meet with the approval of 
the Board of Trade, and that the driit of grain 
toward St. Louis will continue. The subject 
of rates will be laid before the courts, as the 
Interstate Commission believes toat it bas the 
right to set them and the rallroads dispute 
this interpretation ofthelaw. Whatever the 
outcome may be the case will continge in liti- 
gee for many months, and in the meantime 

t.- Louis will be reaping a rich harvest.

TWIN HOLLOW MYSTERY. 


A PARTY OF PLEASURE-SEEKERS FINDS A 
GRINNING SKELETON, 


A Holeinthe Forehead of the Skull Tells 
How the Unfortunate Man Met His Death 
-—BSuicide or Murder, Which?—The Core- 
ner’s Inquest Failsto Furnish an Answer. 


The evidence of what is probably a terrible 
crime was discovered by aparty of pleasure 
seekers in a mutilated body tying in 
the woods some distance below the city. 
Messrs. Jule Kunz, John Schmeig, Jake 
Paule and M. Tansberger, all residents of 
Carondelet, while returning from a day’s 
hunt near Cliff Cave, yesterday after- 
noon, discovered a skeleton of a man lying in 
Twin Hollow, ahalf mile south of Oliff Cave 
onthe Iron Mountain & Southern Railroad. 
The man bad been lying there for a long 
period, as every vestige of flesh had long ago 
disappeared. The bones were iIncased in 
clothes, which were of good material but 
were rotten from exposure to the weather. 
Upon examining the skull a small hole was 
geen just avove the right eye, which led the 
mén to believe thatthe fellow had been shot. 


Under the right arm 
THERE WAS A CRUTCH 

and in his left hand, which the bony fingers 
still clutehed, was a cane. The men lost no 
time in notifying "Squire Sterlin of their find. 
The ’Squire summoned a jury and within an 
hour and a half’s time they were at the 
hollow. At first it was supposed to have been 
a case of suicide, but the jury disagreed on 
this question. The position of the man was 
that of one who had lain 
down for a nap, and while 


sleeping met his death. The man had evi- 
dently been murdered and robbed. The 
pockets of the pants were turned inside out, 
and not faraway the "Squire found a lead 
pencil, a pocket-book and a pipe. 
The man at) ry Cripple about 
5 feet 6 inches talland dressed in a suis of 
some black stuff and a white linen shirt. The 
remains were placed in a wagon and con- 
veyed to Mehiville, where

this morning. Who the fellow is is a mystery. 
The place where the bedy was found Is a lone- 
ly spot about three miles south of Carondelet 
and 100 yards west of the railway track in 
what is knewn as Twin Hollow.- 
Had the fellow been tired from a long tramp, 
he might have gone to just such a place to 


rest, but the presence of a cripple 
in such a place cannot be ac- 
counted for. He must have walked 


a long way, for there is no place in the neigh- 
borhood where he could have been stopping. 
The neighborhood is much excited over

find, for everything about the remnants of 
the bedy indicated that the man was a 
stranger. Nooneis missing, so far as the 
police know, who answers to his description, 
though the police have at present 
but meacer details concerning the marks 
by which the remains could have 
been identified.

This fact seemed to satisfy some 
thatevidence of amurder had beea found, 
else thedeadly weapon would be there to prove 
the suicide. A man dressed asthis man was 
could hardly have failed to attract notice in 
that portion of the county and yet no one 
knows anything of when or 
cuine to Twin Hollow. 
sensational theories have been formed on 
the discevery of the body and many people 
see in itaterrible crime. They suspect that 
some persons, interested in getting this man 
outofthe way, drove himtothe shades of 
Twin Hollow by night, then 
murdered him there and left the body ex- 
posed to the elements by day and by night 
until there remains of it but the battered 
clothing and the bare skeleton with 
the tell tale hole in the forehead. 

No witnesses could be brought before the 
Coroner’s Jury except those who found the 
body, for no one knew anything more about 
is and no one had anything to tell.

CO-OPERATIV" HOUSEKEEPING. 


The Experiment About to Se Made iu Cen- 
tral New York. 


From the Utica Press. 

The first experiment in co-operative house- 
keeping in Utica will be inaugurated next 
Monday. The honor will belong to the Elev- 
enth Ward. Feur or five families whose homes 
are on Henry street and in that immediate 
vicinity arethe prime movers in the enter- 
prise, They have been discussing the subject 
for some time, and have reached the conclu- 


sion that the ce-operative Dian of 
living can be placed in operation as suc- 
cessfully here as elsewhere. They 


have found that In many cities throughout 
the country there are to-day communities of 
people banded together for the purpose of 
escaping some of the vexations which are in- 
cident to private housekeeping. Chief among 
the trials and tribulations of the housewife is 
the provision of the victualizing department 
and the maintenance of asuitabietabie. Un- 
less fortunate in the possession of capable 
servants, it is impossible to accomplish what 
is desired, and even where every facility is 
afforded, a certain amount of worry and 
bother cannot be avoided. A great many peo- 
ple, unless they have children, for thjs reason 
make their homes in hotels and boarding- 
houses, but there are objections to boarding- 
houses, You cannot always choose your 
company, and the conduct of the eastablish- 
ment may not j4uit your taste. The co- 
operative plan of living allows a private resi- 
dence and provides for a table managed as 
the boarders may direct. A circle or club is 
fermed, and only those congenial to the 
charter members may be admitted. 

The Henry Street Club will have on the 
start about twenty-five members. They 
have leased a conveniently located house on 
Henry street, and have engaged Mrs. Jones, 
late ef the Waverley, in the capavity of house- 
keoper. Sheisto receive a stated salary per 
year, and is to occupy the heuse with such 
servants as may be required to prepare and 
serve meals. She will make purchases of 


provisions, and the bills will be audited 
and paid by a committee appointed to 
act for the club in all such af- 


fairs. Once a week, or asoften as may 
be desired, an assessment will be ordered 
to defray the expenses, each person paying 
pro rata. If a member brings visitors, he 
must pay an additional amount. The families 
living in this way will thus be relieved of the 
most burdensome part of housekeeping. They 
can devote theirtime moretothe enjoyment 
of their homes and the performance of social 
and otherduties. Atthe same time it is ex- 
pected that the expense of living in this 
way willnot be greater than under the pre- 
sent couventional mode of individual house- 
keeping. The chances are, all things con- 
sidered, that it will be, if anything, less. 
Those who commence next Monday to demon- 
strate that the plan is all that Is claimed for it 
are ladies and gentiemen who will form 
pleasant society and are adapted to dwell 
together in harmony. They do not under- 
take to say that this idea is one suited for all 
classes and conditions, but fer those situated 
as they are they think thatit is entirely prac- 
tical and will work like a charm.

According tothe seventh annual report of 
the State Bureau of Statistics fer the State of

Of this number 56,866, or 62 599-1,173 per cent 
were successful, while 3,468, or 36 22-23 per 
cent were unsuccessful, and 50 were pend- 
ing. Thenumber of establishments engaged 
in ‘‘general’’ strikes was 5,223, employing 
173,972 men. Of this number 2,274, or about 
4342 percent were for an increase in wages; 
about 71% per centof the 2,274 were success- 
ful, while the remainder were lost to the strik- 
ers. Strikes for reduction or against an in- 
crease of working time occurred in 1,482 es- 
tablishments involved in general strikes. Of 
these 1,175, ora littlé ever 82 per cont, were 
successful.

‘‘OLD IRONSIDES.”’ 


The Gallant Vessel Now the Receiving Ship 
at the Pertsmouth Navy Yard. 


The frigate Constitution (Old Ironsides) that 
stands atthe head in the list of honor of the 
ships of America’s early nava) history is now 
a receiving ship at the navy yard at Ports- 
mouth, N. H. There are not manv men who 
have not recited in their schooldays Oliver 
Wendell Holmes’ tribute to the gallant ol 


vessel, beginning: 
Ave, tear her tattered ensign down! 
ong has it waved on high; 
And many an eye has danced to see 
That banner in the sky. 

Old Tronsides was built in Boston In the 
years 1794-7, under a law approved by Wash- 
ington March 27, 1794, and was launched on 
the 20th of September, 1797. The list of her 
captains contains the names of Nicholson, 
Talbot, Preble, Decatur, Rogers, Hull, Bain- 
bridge ‘and others—men renowned for nautical 
skill, bravery and devotion to their country, 
and no one of whom ever brought defeat or 
Gishoaor upon the gallant craft intrusted to 
bis command. 

Her first gun at an enemy was discharged 
Aug. 8, 1804, when an attack was made on the 
American aquadron then in the Mediterrane&n 
Sea by the Tripolitan forts. In 1812, shortly 
after the declaratien of war with England, the 
Constitution met and captured the British ship 
Guerriere,an action that willever be memora- 
biein the record of naval warfare. The Consti- 
tution was under command of Capt. Isaac Hull, 
with acrew of 300 men, while the Guerriere 
was commanded by Capt. J. R. Dacres, with 
400 men. Both captains had met socially 
before the war, and had then discussed the 
meritsofthe two yessels. When they spoke 
of what would happen if, in the event of war, 
they should come into collision, Hull said: 
‘*Take care of that ship of yours, if lever 
catch ber in the Constitution.’’ Dacres 
laughed, and offered a handsome bet that, if 
ever they did meet as antagonists, his friend 
would find out his mistake. Hull refused a 
money wager, but offered tostake on the issue 
a hat. Years after, when the conjectured 
encounter did occur, and when, after a deés- 
perate fight, the English frigate became a 
total wreck, ‘Capt. Dacres came on board the 
Constitution and ofiered his sword to his cap- 
tor. ‘‘No, no,’’ said Hull, ‘Il will not take a 
aword from one who knows 80 well hew to use 
it, but 1’ll troubie you for that hat!’’

“FELT A LITTLE HURT. 


THE TROUBLE BETWEEN REV. RICHARD D. 
HARLAN AND HIS CONGREGATION. 


The Purchase of an Organ Leads tea Long 
and Bitter Controversy in the First Pres- 
byterian Church ef New York—Kev. Mr. 
Harlan’s Marriage the Secend Blew—In- 
dignuant Kaickerbeekers. 


New YorK, Sept. 30.—The résignation of the 
Rev. Dr. Richard D. Harlan from the pastor- 
ate of the First Presbyterian Church was not 
much of a surprise to his congregation. For 
overtwo years there has been trouble brew- 
ing, and several recentevents have brought 
matters to acrisis. In the story of the diffii- 
culties between*minister and congregation 
there is a thread of romance woven into the 
dissensions on church service, infant baptism 
and predestination. When in April, 1888, 
Richard Harlan was called to the pas- 
torate of the First Presbyterian Church, 
the oldest and mest conservative congre- 
gation in the New York Presbytery, 
surprise was expressed by many church peo- 
ple throughout the city. Mr. Harlan had won 
his laurels at Princeton. He was a son of 
Virtue Harlan, a young man of splendid 
physique and the highest attainments, but he 
promised the double drawback of youth and 
bachelorheed. Dr. Alexander, a man ripe in 
years and learning, was the pastor of the 
neighboring Presbyterian Church on Univer- 
sitv place, and the Madison Square pulpit was 
filled by Dr. Parkhurt, alsoa manof mature 
talents. The experiment was watched with 
interest. The First Presbyterian Church was 
very orthodox and its form of worship had 
changed but slightly since it was first estab- 
lished in the old city hall at Wall and 
Nassau streets, in 1708. The congrega- 
tion sang their hymns without organ 


accompaniment, believiug with John Knox 
that the sound of afiddie or other musical 
instrument was an echo of Satan himself. The 
first thing that Dr. Harian did was to insist 
upon the purchase ofan organ. A long and 
bitter controversy resulted among the mem- 
bers of the church and not « few left to wor- 
shipelsewhere. Still Dr. Harlan found fayor 
in the eyes of the ladies of the congregation. 
He was young and unmarried and there were 
many charming ‘‘Knickerbocker’’ Presbyte- 
rian girls in his flock, any one ef whom would 
bave madean excellent pastor’s helpmate. 
The organ was built. A blowthen came upon 
the congregation from an unexpected quar- 
ter. 
THE NEXT BLOW. 

Every one who has been at old St. Paul’s 
Scheol at Concord within the past ten years 
will remember Augustus Swift. He was the 
son of a wealthy father, John A. Swift, well 
known in New York, butfer many years an 
inmate of an insane asylum rear Morristown, 
Utah. Augustus had taken a position as 
private tutor in the scnool fer the love of 
teaching. His summers were spent abroad, 
where he had been edueated. He was a good 
liver and his suite of rooms in the college 
building were furnished in the mest iuxur'i- 
ous manner. In 1883, while dining, he was 
unlucky enough to swallow a “obit of 
oyster shell, which lodged in his in- 
testines. To relieve the pain he 
took opium, and it was said for a time 
he became a victimto tke habit. While being 
treated abroad for his disorder he met one 
day a beautifal American girl. He was a 
student of physical science, and in a novel 
called ‘*Cupid, M. D.,’’ said to be his own 
iove stery, he describes this meeting as the 
turning point of his life. In the book both 
parties were immediately drawn to each 
ether. The yeung girl, fascinated by ths ad- 
miration of an intellectual giant, advanced 
toward him. Without the formality of an in- 
troduction he asked her to be his wife. She 
consented, and after a vwery shert acquaint- 
ance they became united. Some of Mr. Swift’s 
friends deny that this romantic story 
was an actual occurrence in the 
author’s career, but when Mr. 
Sw i{t died, soon afterwards, he left a beauti- 
ful young widew. It wasthis lady that Dr. 
Harlan marriedein June, 1889, ather parents’ 
home in Geneva. His congregation felt a lit- 
tle hurt that he bad chosen a bride away from 
them. Morethan oneeligible young woman 
who had been interested in church work sud- 
denly lost some of their ambition. 

AN INDIGNANT CONGREGATION. 

When the congregation read the description 
of their pastor’s wedding in the papers 8 great 
deal of indignation was expressed. Dr. Har- 
lan was married in Trinity Episcepal Church, 
Geneva, by an Episcopal minister. One of 
the attendants at the wedding was the Rev. 
Father Tom Brown, the pastor 
of the Ritualistic Church of St. 
Mary, the Virgin, in this city. 
There was mucb alarm at the First Presby- 
terian Church, on Eleventh avenue, and nota 
few of the elders were perturbed in spirit. 
Mrs. Harian is a charming and cultivated 
woman, who has spent a great part of her life 
abroad. She is very fond of society. The 
members of the First Presbyterian Church are 
very strictin theirreligious views. Many of 
them have never been inside a theater or ball- 
room. Many of them are wealthy, with a lik- 
ing for old New York and old traditions. 
Mrs. Harian was not acquainted with 
Presbyterian church work, and it is 
claimed by a number of the congregation 
that she has never been inside of her hus- 
band’s church. She goes to Grace Church, 
and has many fashionable friends in that 
congregation. Dr. Harlan’s marriage 
widened the gulf between himand his people. 
Robert Lenex Belknap, a descendant of the 
Lenox family, and a very wealthy man, with- 
drew from the church where he and his an- 
cestors had worshiped for years, and joined 
Dr. Alexander’s on University place. This 
summer a number ofthe vestry discussed the 
question of consolidating the two churches 
and waking Dr. Alexander paster, with Dr. 
Harlan as assistunt. To this the latter 
objected, and on Sunday be decided to tender 
his résignation. Next Friday he will explain 
his reasons for his action. Untilthat time he 
refuses to speak. During the late Presby- 
terian Conference Dr. Harlan held extreme 
reversionist ideas concerning the doctrines of 
predestination and infant baptism, and those 
gave offense to others of bis flock. They all 
unite in saying that heisahard worker and 
estimable young man, and one who will make 
his mark. Itis hoped by many that the littie 
difficulties may be acttled by compromise on 
both sides and the church regain its serenity.

MADE HIM APOLOGIZE: 


HOW COL. JAMES PEPPER PUNISHED AN 
ENGLISH HOTEL CLERK. 


The Colonel Keturns Home and Gives a 
Truthful Account ef Hew He Compelled 
the Clerk of the Hote! Metropele, Loa- 
den, te Make an Abject Apology fer 
Insulting Americana, 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Col. James Pepper of 
Lexington, Ky., got back from his wedding 
tour abroad yesterday morning, arriving on 
the Servia. Since going abroad, Col. Pepper 
has added new luster to his ‘‘Old Pepper’’ 
reputation. The cabled acceunts of how he 
compelled an insolent clerk in the Hotel 
Metropole, London, to make an abject 
apology for insulting Aroericans, the Colonel 
says, wassomewhat colored. Col. Pepper is 
over six feet in height, with broad shoulders, 
a florid complexion and an engaging manner. 

‘*The night in question,’’ the Colonel said, 
in recounting the episode to areporter, ‘‘we 
had been tothetheater. It was about three 
weeks ago. A Mrs. Hare, Mrs. Pepper and I 
arranged a theater party. Every hotel in 
Lendon was over-crowded, and the Metropole 
was the only place we could get accommoda- 
tions at when we arrived from the Continent. 
It was late when we got home from the thea- 
ter on the night of the trouble, but the guests 
still crowded the pariors and the hotel office. 
Mrs. Hare and Mrs. Pepper after alighting 
from our cab walked inte the hotel office. I 
remained outside to pay the cabman. 
The Jadies of the party went to tho 
hotel clerk and requested the keys to our 
rooms. He was engaged at the time in talk- 
ing to an Englishman. He never paid the 
least attention to their requests; in fact, prac- 
tically turned his back upon them. The la- 
dies, unable toget any attention from the 
offensive clerk, left the counter and walked to 
the elevator to await my coming. After some 
delay I arrived and immediately went tothe 
clerk to get the key. I was not aware at the 
time of the attempts of the ladies to ob- 
tain it. The clerk was still apparently en- 
gaged ina 
LIVELY CONVERSATION WITH THE ENGLISHMaN. 

‘*My first request for the key was unheeded. 
ThisI dia notmind much, thinking he was 
talking about some business matter. Politely, 
but in a little louder voice, I asked again for 
my key. Still no response from the talking, 
exasperating clerk. I asked again for the 
key ina voicethat could not be misunder- 
stood. My request was stillunheeded. Real- 
izing that the clerk was acting as he did with 


a malicious intent, I thought it was just about 
time that I let him know who Iwas. Leaning 
over the counter I grabbed the Englishman 
by the throat and said in tones most em- 
phatic: 

‘« ‘Give me my key; be quick. No more 
delay.’ 

‘* *Pardon me, sir,’ the astonished English- 
man said. ‘I am serving another gentie- 
mun.’ 

‘*This made my blood boil. After taking 
the fellow by the nape of the neck and nearly 
lifting him off his feet I said: ‘You have 
served him long enough. You step around 
lively now and serve me.’ 

‘*This bad the desired effect. The English- 
man, who wasa chumky little fellow with a 
red face, in a yery meek and humble way 
trotted off and gxuve me my koy. Then I 
waiked oyer to the ladies, who had been 
watching my troubie with the clerk with some 
interest. Just as we were getting into the 
elevatoran Engilsh gentieman rushed up to 
meandesaid: ‘Yeu are an American. That 
clerk is roundly cursing you and ail Amer- 
icans. He said he did not wait upon you 
simply because yeu are an American.’ 

MORE THAN PEPPER COULD STAND. 

‘'This was more than my Kentucky bloed 
could stand. A Pepper can submit to any- 
thing butan insult to his feelings as a man 
and a gentieman. For an Englishman toe 
abuse Americans waean insult that 1 could 
not help resenting inthe most vigorous man- 
ner. Leaving the les in ignorance of what 
Iwas going to d made one rash for the 
notel clerk. He still behind the counter. 
I jumped over ita seized the cowering ras- 
cal by the nape the neck and shook him 
until he was nea paralyzed with fright, 
‘Get down on your knees, sir!’ Isaid, ‘and 
apologize for everything you have said about 
meand Americans. Get down, sir—at once.’ 

‘*Tremblingly the man began to mutter 
some words of excuse, to the effect that he 
had been misunderstoed and had applied no 
insulting epitiete about me or Americans. I 
knew he was lyiag and was bourad he skeuld 
retract. 

‘Dewn on your knees, sir,” I said. ‘Say 
that you will never insult an American again,

and premise that you will treat them with 
more respéct and consideration in the future. 
Promise this now and double quick at that, or 
I wilicut off your ears.’ The man got down 
and obeyed meekly. ‘I am sorry sir,’ he 
said, ‘Iam sorry. I will never offend Ameri- 
cans again.’ 

**Then I released my grasp upon him. He 
was pale and almost speechiess when I let 
him getup. He feit the humiliation keenly. 
The scene aitracted a crowd of Americans 
and Englishmen. Even his own ceuntrymen 
did net sympathize with him because they 
knew thatI had ample justification for what 
Idid. You would be surprised to see what a 
Change it made in that supercilious little bully 
ofacierk. Weremained at the Metropole for 
a week after the episode and he was polite- 
ness itself. He could nat be too attentive to 
us. In fact his conduct to all Americans after 
my punishment was so changed that he be- 
came almost subservient.’’ 

Col. Pepper said that the report that he had 
drawn an antiquated revolver and compelled 
the English hotel clerk to retract atthe muz- 
zie mouth, was incorrect. He had no piatol, 
he said, about his person at the time.

CHEAP OCEAN KATES. 


J. Henniker Heaten Pleased With His Suc- 
cees in the United States. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—The well known ad- 
vocate of cheap ocean pestage, J. Henniker 
Heaton, Member of Parliament for Canter- 
bury, wasseen yesterday at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel by areporter. He seemed well pleased 
with his success in the United States as well as 
inthe British Colonies. Ina letter to Post- 
master-General Wanamaker he says: 

‘*The object of my visit is to place before 
youa scheme for reducing the postage rate 


between Great Britain and Ireland and the 
United States of America to 2 cents fer every 
half ounce letter.’’ 

He points out the fact that a letter weighing 
one ounce is sent from New York to Alaska, 
5,000 miles, mostly overland, for 2 cents, 
whereas the ocean passage is under 3,000 
wiles. Reducing the rate of postage would 
greatly increase correspondence, so that the 
revenue would not suffer. Cheaper postage 
means an increase of trade and good feeling 
between the inasses of English people and 
those of the United States. In his letter Mr. 
Heaton shuws that though there has been no 
substantial reduction in postal rates since the 
establishment of the postal union, the out- 
going maiis to Europe from New York alone 
have more than doubled in ten years, In 
1879 the matis weighed 1,099,301 pounds; in 
1889 3,156,565 pounds. Mr. Heaton 
said that he had received every kindness 
from Postmaster-General Wanamaker and he 
was confident that Congress would take up 
the subject next session. The initial cost to 
England, that is if all her colonies and the 
States agree to the 2 cent postage, he cal- 
culated would be about £60,000 sterling, but 
the vast increase im trade and correspondence 
would cover this small sum many times over. 

‘*‘Not an extra train or steamship would 
have to be provided to carry out this reforin’’ 
Mr. Heaton continued, ‘‘for the requisite 
machinery is now in full operation. I put 
forward aspecial plea on behalf of the 350,- 
000 emigrants who leave our shores every 
year, fewof whom even return. Money for 
posting is a serious item for many 
of these. They first write only once 
A month, then once a quarter, 
finally potatall. There are many thousands, 
however, who remember the old folks at 
bome, and with cheap postage there would be 
thousands more. I may mention that in 1888, 
600,000 emigrants sent $10,000,000to England 
in small money orders of from $3 to $25. That 
we all shall succeed in having an ocean penny 
rate between all English speaking countries, 
I feel certain. On my first bringingthe mat- 
ter before the House of Commons in 1886, 147 
members voted with me. Of course, as in all 
matters of reform, especially when money 
comes into the question, Ihave experienced 
a good deal of official obstruction. I have, 
however, to thank the press all over the 
world for the stanch support they have 
given me.’’
